THE WEEK AT OTTAWA 


(By F. W. GERSHAW) 

The Bank of Canada Bill has been 
passed on to the Committee for con- 
sideration. Major Powers, the mem- 
ber from Quebec East, got a motion 
through which will mean that Sir 
Herbert Holt, Sir Charles Gordon 
and other bank presidents will be 
a:ked to come and answer some 
fome questions ebout recent 
financal transactions. Lhe pulp 
and papur industry, interlocking di- 
vectorates, the C.P.R. loan and the 
affect of the monetary policy in 
increasing and decreasing prices, are 
some of the subjects they will be asked 
about. 

Among the members in Ottawa, the 
Douglas System is a subject of many 
‘ouversalions. It is a problem that 
is difficult to get reliable information 
on and, even among those who have 
vead widely on this system, there are 
some great differences of opinion. 
Professor McQueen, of the Saskatch- 
ewan University, has just completed 
a series of six articles in the W inni- 
rez Free Press, condemning the whole 
thing because he argues that there 
is really no shortage of purchasing 
power. He means that production 
is a continuous process and that al- 
though the salary, wages and divi- 
dends paid out in any one cycle would 
not be sufficient to buy back the 
article yet, ultimately, the amount 
of money set aside for reserves, in- 
terest and etc., becomes available 
for buying. Major Douglas is having 
some great crowds to hear him in 
New Zealand and many are hoping 
he will come to Canada on his way 
hone. His system is directly op- 
posed to the C, C. F. It provides 
for individual action while the C. 
C.F. looks to government ownership 
and government operation of all the 
sveat industries of the country. 

There was an interesting debate on 
whether the Prime Minister should 
have the privilege of giving titles, 
through the king, to Canadian sub- 
jects. In 1919, a resolution had 
passed the House against titles, This 
had been observed by Sir Robert Bor- 
den, Mr, Arthnr Meighan and Mr. 
King, but last year Mr. Bennett 
gave out some thirty honors. It was 
stuted that many people these days 
wanted the title to a job or a home. 
Also, it was pointed out that often 
titles went to the wrong people and 
even if they went to people who had 
rendered conspicious service, that all 
who avere deserving, could not get 
these honors, 

The U, 8. A. senate have refused 
to approve of the ddepening of the 
St. Lawrence. The Prime Minister 
seemed a little disappointed but his 
supporters are delighted, Those in 
the far East and the West question 
the wisdom of this work at the pres- 
ent time and, any Government that 
undertook it would meat much opposi- 
tion, The milloins that would go 
into this project could be spent in 
other ways, e.g. for better homes, 
more social legislation and pen-

“A Toll Equal To War | 


Once a year for several years past with the approach of Spring which 
heralds, among other important happenings, the return of tens of thous- 
ands of motor cars and trucks to the highways of the country, attention has 
been directed in this column to the responsibility which rests upon taé 
drivers of these cars and trucks to exercise due caution in their operation. 
Once again the attention of all motorists is drawn to this vitally important 
matter. 

With the invention of the motor car, a new machine of great utility, as 
Well ag @ source of pleasure, was provided. It is a machine of great power, 
and with the passing of the years the power of the individual car or truck 
has steadily increased. In so far as the machine itself is concerned, and 
keeping pace with its increased power and speed, there has been consistent 
improvement in its strength and in the provision of manifold safety devices. 
The modern car is, therefore, less liable to accident than its predecessor of 
fifteen, ten, even five years ago. 

Further, with the enormous increase in the number of cars and trucks 
im use, there has been a great improvement in highway construction and 
maintenance, calculated to decrease accidents. On the other hand, these 
better highways have made possible driving at greater speeds than were 
possible upon the old roads of bygone years and have encouraged the pur- 
chase of many more cars, both of which factors have resulted in greater 
density of traffic, and traffic moving much more rapidly. 

Thus, to a greater degree than ever before, the human factor—the man 
or the woman at the wheel,—becomes the controller in the matter of acci- 
dents. Unfortunately, far too many drivers fail to appreciate the enormous 
power of the machine they are operating,—a power for destruction just as 
truly as a power for transportation. It is a power within the control of 
almost countless thousands of individuals which, improperly controlled, may 
mean death and injury not only to the careless and reckless motorist, but 
to others who are exercising every possible care and driving with the utmost 
caution and consideration for others, 

“What war was that?” was the pointed question asked in the British 
House of Commons recently, during a debate on a motion dealing with the 
serious increase in the number of road accidents, when the Home Secretary 
submitted figures of “killed and injured’ in road accidents in Great Britain 
in the eight years 1926-33. The figures were: Killed, 50,837; injured, 
1,421,083, Furthermore, the detailed figures revealed an increase in the toll 
taken in each succeeding year, 

Such was the record in a country noted for its: good roads, for the 
excellence of the workmanship upon its cars, and for general observance of 
laws and regulations, It is a record which establishes how necessary it is 
that the motorist should exercise the greatest care at all times and under 
all circumstances in the operation of his or her car. 

At this time, owing to prevailing economic conditions, many people are 
operating cars which, under other and better conditions which prevailed a 
few years ago, they should have replaced with new cars. They are still 
using well worn tires which in other years they would have replaced with 
new and stronger tires. Because of the necessity of keeping expenditures 
for repairs down to a minimum, many cars have not been overhauled as in 
former years; brakes may not be in full working order; lamps may be de- 
fective; springs and bolts and other accessories may be worn thin, nigh to 
the breaking point. Such cars, if operated at an undue Speed, may easily 
Spell disaster not only for the driver and passengers, but for other motor- 
ists or pedestrians. All persons whose cars are not in absolutely first 
class condition are under the grave responsibility of driving wita unusual 
care and observing every precaution, In fact, they owe a duty to them- 
selves and to all other people not to operate their cars if they are in a con- 
dition dangerous to operate.

common interest of all. Even if laws and regulations did not establish a 
code of conduct for both motorists and pedestrians, there is the courtesy 
of the road which should be maintained and observed. Men should conduct 
themselves as gentlemen and women should behave as ladies. 
should prevail over selfishness. 

Instead of the present appalling record of accidents; instead of that 
record mounting higher year after year, a change for the better,—a lower 
record,—can be and ought to be established in 1934, It lies in the power of 
the individual motorist to bring about such a desirable result, and the 
motorist, more than any other person, will benefit therefrom.

lanes Made Opening Up Of New 
Guinea Gold Fields Possible 


History will record the activities of 
the goldfields of the Mandated Terri- 
tory of New Guinea as one of the 
wonders of the world; for in that out- 
post of Empire aviation has been 
used as a magic key to open one of 
nature’s richest stores of golden 
metal. 

Never before has the science of the 
air played such a part in any gold- 
field, for the New Guinea goldfields 
of Bulolo, Wau, and Eddie Creek are 
entirely dependent on the service of 
giant monoplanes. Zooming up from 
the coast 8,000 feet into the air over 
jungle-clad mountains, those great 
planes keep those three tiny gold cen- 
tres in constant touch with the outer 
world. 


Peraaps the aerial transport of 
dredges—carried piece by piece—was 
one of the greatest accomplishments 
in that epic of achievement. Gold 
worth approximately £80,000 is now 
being carried monthly to the coast. 

Over that arduous country the 
fastest native carrier would take a 
week to do the journey of 70 miles 
from Lae and Salamoa, which the 
monoplanes now cover in less taan 
an hour. , 

To carry the dredges, the dredging 
company bought a G31 tri-motored 
Junkers plane with a 525 h.p. engine, 
capable of carrying over three tons 
of cargo. Three of these planes are 
mow in use.

Altaough it is twelve years since 
| “Shark-Eye” Park, braving the fierc- 
est savages, first discovered gold on 
| Koranga Creek, a tributary of the | 
;Bulolo River, it is only six years | 
|since Lieutenant Mustar flew the | 
|plane, an old D.H.37 from Lae to 
Wau. Since then events have moved 
| rapidly. To-day there are three big 
| companies and several syndicates 
| working the fields. 

Moulded into 30-lb. bars, all the 
gold is loaded into planes at the Wau 
drome, and within an hour delivered 
at the Salamoa Post Office on the 
coast. From there it is sent parcel 
post by steamer to Sydney. 

In one year nearly 3,000 tons of 
materials and stores were carried by 
planes to the fields. All the refriger- 
ated foods, shipped from Australia, 
were conveyed to the settlements in 
this way. 

As the accommodation improves, 
the wives and families of the settlers 
are beginning to appear on the fields. 
The bungalows are fitted with elec- 
; tric light and radio sets. Tae work 
goes on all round the clock—a three- 
shift day—the only breaks in this 
fight for gold being on Good Friday 
and Christmas Day. 

A few miles further inland the 
natives are most warlike and treach- 
erous. From one crag of rugged 
country it is possible to see across 
into the huts of a native village. To 
reach that village might take a long 
day’s work of dangerous climbing 
|and crawling down and up cavernous 
ravines. This is the impenetratable 
nature of the jungleland aviation has 
conquered, 

It has been a picturesque conquest. 
Among the live stock carried by 
great monoplanes are all the bulls, 
cows and mules of the settlements. 

There are three dredges now on the 
field, and a fourth is being carried up. 
The carrying of one dredge alone was 
an engineering feat in itself, for each 
dredge weighed 1,200 tons. They 
were designed in 22-ft. lengths to fit 
the planes, and it took 450 flights up 
or 900 flights altogether to complete 
the job of carrying one dredge. 


A Huge Pendulum 


An 85-foot pendulum, believed to 
be one of the largest in the world, 
has been hung in the Frank Institute 
in Philadelphia to tell how the earth 
is rotating. Made of vanadium steel, 
the pendulum itself is very light, but 
the bob at the end of it is said to
